SEND  RECORD  STUDENT  BODY 


Twenty  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  five  foreign  countries  are  represented  at 
Governor  Dummer  for  the  1958-59  school 
year.  There  are  one  hundred  ninety-nine 
boarders  and  twenty-seven  day  students,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-six 
boys.  Every  available  room  is  filled,  including 
two  extra  spaces  made  available  by  changes 
in  faculty  housing.  In  addition,  one  boy  has 
had  to  be  assigned  temporary  room  in  the 
Duncan  Infirmary. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  come 
from  the  following  states:  California  4,  Con- 
necticut 10,  Florida  2,  Illinois  7,  Iowa  1, 
Louisiana  1,  Maine  8,  Missouri  1,  Nebraska  1, 
Maryland  1,  Michigan  1,  Minnesota  1,  New 
Hampshire  8,  New  Jersey  8,  New  Mexico  2, 
New  York  22,  Ohio  4,  Pennsylvania  6,  and 
Rhode  Island  4.  There  is,  in  addition,  one 
boy  from  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Foreign  students  come  from  Bermuda,  Can- 
ada, and  England.  In  addition  the  British 
West  Indies  (Trinidad)  and  France  are  rep- 
resented by  American  boys  whose  parents  are 
now  resident  in  those  countries. 


MANY  CAxMPUS  IMPROVEMENTS 

COMPLETED  DURING  SUMMER 


The  school  maintenance  staff  has  completed 
an  unusual  number  of  summer  projects  this 
summer  both  inside  and  outside  the  buildings. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  improvements 
is  the  development  of  a  first-rate  lawn  around 
the  Frost  Building  and  a  notable  amount  of 
landscaping  there  and  around  the  relocated 
Perkins  Building.  A  feature  of  the  planting

Those  who 
repeat  their  high  scores  on  this  second  test 
will  become  finalists  in  the  competition,  and 
735  of  this  group  will  ultimately  qualify  for 
four-year  scholarships  at  the  colleges  of  their 
choice. 

Last  year  Kenneth  A.  Weene  became  a 
finalist  in  the  program  and  in  1957  Ned 
Stone,  Robert  Temple,  and  Peter  Ober  reached 
the  final  stage,  Ned  Stone  going  on  to  win 
a  Merit  Scholarship. 


NEW  TELEPHONE  SYSTEM. 

MEETS  GROWING  NEEDS 


For  many  years  the  automatic  telephone 
exchange,  installed  at  the  Academy  in  1940, 
has  been  sadly  overtaxed  by  the  growing 
needs  of  the  school.  Designed  to  accommo- 
date a  maximum  of  twenty  stations,  it  had 
been  forced  to  accommodate  extensions  and 
extensions  on  extensions,  and  still  some  build- 
ings were  without  telephone  service. 

The  new  system  is  similar  to  the  old  one 
but  is  capable  of  handling  fourteen  outside 
lines  and  one  hundred  local  sub-stations.  The 
most  immediate  benefit  of  the  new  system  is 
that  Ambrose  House,  the  Cottage,  and  the 
Farmhouse  are  being  added  to  the  school 
system  and  that  separate  phones  can  be  in- 
stalled in  the  Alumni  Gymnasium,  the  Main- 
tenance Shop,  and  the  bookkeeper's  office 
where  only  extensions  had  previously  been 
available.

For  llif  second  lime  in  three  years,  the 
increasing  number  of  applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  Governor  Dummer  has  forced  the 
school  to  provide  increased  facilities  for  in- 
terviewing the  candidates  and  processing  their 
applications.  In  1957-58  Mr.  Witherspoon's 
office  handled  a  total  of  865  inquiries  and 
interviewed  a  total  of    111   candidates. 

Since  a  great  many  of  these  inquiries  and 
interviews  were  concentrated  in  the  months 
from  December  to  May,  there  were  days  when 
two  or  three  families  had  to  be  interviewed 
at  the  same  time.  Mr.  Ashley  Eames,  as  assist- 
ant admissions  officer,  conducted  interviews 
in  the  Cobb  Room,  in  the  Perry  Room,  in 
the  dining  room,  -  -  wherever  he  could  find 
seating  and  reasonable  privacy. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  the  former  book- 
keeping office  and  a  small  storage  room  near 
the  school  store  have  been  thrown  together 
to  make  an  office  for  the  assistant  director 
of  admissions.  Part  of  the  large  coat  room 
space  opposite  the  business  manager's  office 
has  been  enclosed  to  provide  an  office  for 
Miss  Page. 


SECONDARY  SCHOOL  ADMISSION 

TESTS  GIVEN  AT  ACADEMY 


Governor  Dummer  joined  the  Secondary 
School  Admission  Test  Board  in  the  spring 
of  1958  and  will  again  use  the  Secondary 
School  Admission  Tests  as  part  of  its  ad- 
missions program  for  boarding  candidates 
for  the  fall  of  1959.  These  are  the  tests  used 
by  nearly  200  preparatory  schools  in  much 
the  same  way  that  the  colleges  use  the  College 
Board  examinations.  They  are  administered 
by  the  Educational  Testing  Service  in  testing 
centers  throughout  the  country  and  in  some 
foreign  cities.  The  test  dates  this  year  will  be 
December  13,  1958  and  February  11,  1959, 
although  a  candidate  may  take  the  tests  on 
only  one  of  these  dates. 

This  will  be  the  third  year  in  which  these 
tests  have  been  used.  The  number  of  candi- 
dates taking  the  tests  for  all  schools  grew 
from  something  over  3,000  the  first  year  to 
nearly    10,000  last   year.    Governor   Dummer,

basis  of  I  he  S.S.A.T..  encourage  the  belief 
that,  properly  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
candidate's  record  from  his  previous  school, 
the  S.S.A.T.  is  the  answer  for  both  candidates 
and  schools  to  the  problem  of  testing  large 
numbers  of  applicants. 

It  is  hoped  that  candidates  for  Governor 
Dummer  will  be  in  touch  with  the  school  by 
November  15  in  order  to  allow  time  for 
registering  for  the  December  administration 
of  the  tests,  because  the  number  of  vacancies 
for  boys  who  wait  until  the  February  ad- 
ministration is  necessarily  reduced.

SIGNAL  SYSTEM  EXTENDED 

TO  ALL  CAMPUS  CLASSROOMS 


The  International  Business  Machines  elec- 
tric chime  system  installed  in  the  new  Erost 
Building  to  mark  the  beginning  and  end  of 
class  periods  was  extended  during  the  summer 
to  the  Noyes  Library,  the  Lang  Gymnasium, 
and  to  the  classrooms  in  Parsons  and  Peirce. 

The  need  to  avoid  overhead  wiring  com- 
plicated the  installation  because,  in  order  to 
insure  complete  synchronization  of  all  the 
chimes  in  all  the  classrooms,  it  was  necessary 
to  connect  them  all  to  the  master  clock  al- 
ready installed  in  the  Frost  Building.  The 
problem  was  solved  by  burying  one  cable 
from  the  Frost  Building  to  the  electric  room 
in  Lang  Gymnasium.  In  that  room  a  relay 
controlled  by  the  I.B.M.  clock  in  the  Frost 
Building  operates  a  power  supply  which 
rings  the  chimes  in  the  buildings  on  that 
side  of  the  campus. 

The  additional  chimes  have  made  possible 
another  improvement;  i.  e..  the  introduction 
of  a  five-minute  "passing"  period  between 
classes.

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EDITORIAL 


At  the  beginning  of  every  school  year,  a 
vast  amount  of  extra  curricular  activity  be- 
comes available  to  the  entire  student  body. 
Roys  attending  Govenor  Dummer  ior  their 
first  year  are  encouraged  to  participate  in 
the  school  clubs,  periodicals,  and  discussion 
groups  and  to  work  on  the  publications;  re- 
turning students  are  asked  to  assume  a  great- 
er amount  of  responsibility  in  the  various 
organizations  that  they  have  been  associated 
with  in  the  past.  Too  often,  however,  many 
students,  old  and  new,  hesitate  to  become 
active  in  these  groups.

With  this  in  mind,  every  student  should 
consider  the  many  phases  of  school  life  avail- 
able to  him.  choose  one  or  several  of  the 
most  suitable  activities,  and  become  an  active 
part  of  the  school  he  attends.
